INVESTIGATING OFFICER'S REPORT 



Bes JONES t ATC Radar operator at. Kalamunda on the night in question, 
stated that he had received a strong, stationary "paint" in position approx, 

295 degrees Magnetic, Perth Airport, at 3 Nautical Miles* (The latter position 
was only a calculated one and the writer preferred the accurate one of >00 
degrees, 9 NM from the Kalamunda Site), He had first observed the return 
whilst talking on the phone to Mrs Cosgrove (Wife of M*A,Cosgrave , Air Traffic 
Controller), who had observed object " like a bir street light 1 ’ in the sky- 
over Cloverdale- The return appeared for 36 second intervals , (three sweeps of 
antenna) at 1101, 1108, 1115* 111$, 1136 and 1142Z. Aircraft tfE-ASY was about 
4NM SE of object when first plotted at 11012, but ASY reported Nil sighting* 
Although the object finished painting at 1142Z, he had reported it’s last 
known position to a F27, VH-FITA at 120GZ, FNA was radar vectored into circuit 
and kept 5NK clear of last known position of object and also reported Nil 
sighting* All radar returns from the object were strong, and were far larger 
than any aircraft would normally have painted at that close range. He had 
HTI selected and all permanent echoes were at a minimum* Bes Jones could 
offer no explanation why a stationary object could have returned such a strong 
paint with H?i selected - 

Met Radar at Perth Airport also had an unusual return that evening 
but times and position did not tally with the Kalamunda report, Ralph 
BULLOCK, Met Observer at the radar site had noticed an unusual paint on his 
screen between 10452 and 1115Z bearing 320 degrees 5&00 yds from the site* 

The return, though stationary, had given the r lacy pattern 1 he normally 
expected from a moving aircraft. At 11152 he had had to perform a radar flight, 
(See balloon release time on Observer’s report) and had been busily engaged 
for about 50 minutes. On completion of this task he had looked again for his 
abject and had found it still present but now exhibiting the normal return 
of a permanent echo* He again left the set and some thirty minutes later 
had checked the screen and found only a small PE in the previously stated 
position, Mr Bullock has been a radar operator with the RAF in World "Jar 2 
and for 19 years as an operator with the Meteorological Department and in all 
that time never observed a return like the one he had that night. 

An investigation of the area 320 degrees 56 OO yds from the Met 
Radar site revealed it to be the site of the Overseas Telecommunidations 
Centre, EDEK HILL, This area is festooned with large antennae, including 
two huge HF aerials ( Yargies) and as a slight inversion hah been present on 
the evening of the 25rd May, it is possible that the latter might have been 
the cause of the return on the Ket Radar* In no way would they have been the 
cause of the Kalamunda return- 
ers Cosgrave stated that the object had departed to the North at 
tremendous speed and had disappeared from sight but as the Kalamunda 'fix 1 
is 3 miles due North of Gloverdale it is possible that the object could once 
again have become stationary out of her sight. The Writer was accompanied 
in his enquiries by Mr G,H* TURNER, Dept- of Defence , Canberra, and as the 
latter has ceiflPiled a separate report on this matter, no further investigation 
is contemplated at this stage.

t * At 0 630 hours 17th May, the Duty Officer of HQSC 

received a telephone report from DC A Wagga relaying a report 
received from Constable ABEL of Deniliquin. The substance 
of the report was that four persons at Denlliquin had sighted 
an unidentified flying object in the form of a " flash! ®g red 
and white object". 

F ollow-up Action 

2 * On Monday 19th May* Sqn Ldr McTaggart of RAAF Wagga

the investigation had reached and what was the possible conclusion. 

5 . Mr Rolfe was informed that the object had not yet been 

identified, that the report had only just been received and any 
statements regarding the matter would be released through the 
PRO Organisation. He stated that he knew this was the usual 
procedure and agreed that the police had issued an incorrect 
st a tement . 

6* Mr Rolfe also stated that: 

a. People around Denlliquin were watching the object 
in the sky during day time and, through a tele- 
scope, it looked like a partial eclipse. 

b. On Monday, about 4*30 am the object was photographed 
on time exposure in the North-Eastern sky* Stars 
showed as fine lines, but the object showed as a 
very large bright patch* 

7. The above information and events were relayed to higher 

level at this Headquarters, to the PRO Support Command and 
unsuccessful efforts were made to inform Department of Air* 
(conversation Fit Lt Tar dent /Gavey refers) 

On Tuesday 20th May, Sqn Ldr McTaggart, Wagga, advised

10. Approximately 1000 hours 20th May, Mr Eolfe again 
contacted this Headquarters stating that he had proof that the 
object was not V e nus, he had not released any statement to the 
Wag ga Advertiser and pressing for a full inquiry by the RAAF 
into the matter. He also stated that some people also saw the 
object again this morning at about 4 am, but although he was 
searching, using binoculars, he did not sight it through the 
cloud cover. Mr Eolfe was requested to contact the FED 
organisation. Department of Air, Canberra. 

I nvestigation of Sighting 

11* Weather . As confirmed by DC A V/agga, there were no 

known air conversions and the weather in the Deniliquln/Wagga 
area around 0400 hours on 17 and 18 May was as follows: 

a. 17 May: No ground fog or low cloud in the area, 
with moderate N wind; the only slightly unusual 
feature was that the upper air 'high-ball* balloon 
released at Mildura which was expected to travel 
South with the prevailing wind, went Northwards 
very quickly and was last tracked at 132,000 ft 
(unusually high) over Newcastle. 

b. 18 May: Slight cloud. Normal radiosonde 

released at Wagga at 0300, went to 55,000 ft in 
less that 30 sec onds , then ascended to 120,000 ft 
(again unusually high) before disappearing. 

This behaviour considered to be abnormal as the 
radiosonde balloon normally bursts at about 70,000 
ft. The occurrence has been reported to Met. 
Control Office. 

12. Satellite Activit y. No scheduled satellite sightings, 

13. Aircraft Activity . Nil. 

14. Star /Planet Activity . Due to the size of the object 
sighted, itTTs doubtful ft - could have been a star. The only 
planet in that area of the sky at the time would be Venus which 
is visible as follows 

17 May: Else 3*52 am Set 3*21 pm 

18 May: Else 3-53 am Set 3*20 pm 

15* Further study regarding the behaviour of V e nus at 

this time indicates that : - 

a. It was at its greatest brilliancy on 14 May when 
the planet was closest to us* 

b. Its brightness is such that it is easily seen 
during daylight. 

c. The bright area will appear as a crescent -shaped 
phase, easily discernible with optical aids and 
sometimes distinguishable with the naked eye.

16* By the regularity of the appearance of the object, 

the study of the facts reported as against the known behaviour 
of the planet Venus, it is considered that the sighting was 
most probably Venus* 

17* The planet is particularly bright at present and was 

no doubt magnified by the "curve effect" of looking at objects 
near the horizon. No firm explanation can be offered for the 
"alternately red and green glow 11 of the object as reported by 
Mr Dillon and this colouring has not been seen on subsequent 
s ightings.

This elongation will be slightly more favourable bec^a&e 
Mercury will be further from the Sun and further south in the shy and 
hence higher above our horizon before the Sun begins to interfere with 
observations* Look for the planet in the north-east sky before sunrise 
fdr around 10 days on either side of ,he date of greatest elongation* 

Mercury is the smallest and, for most people, the most elusive 
of the naked-eye planets* It is only about 3,000 miles in diameter - not 
a great deal larger than the Moon. I to mean distance from the Sun is a ,, 

mere 36,000,000 miles and it has a sidereal or true period of just 86 days* 

Because it always seems so close to the Sun in the sky, Mercury 
can be seen with the naked eye only when lov. in the west after sunset or 
low in the east before sunrise. It is never very conspicuous and it is 
rather surprising in some ways that the ancients knew it so well. Yet, 
when Mercury is located, it may seem quite surprisingly bright and one 
wonders how it can have been overlooked ! 

There is a story - probably untrue - thqt the great theoretical 
astronomer Copernicus never onpe saw Mercury in his lifetime. Sweeping 
for it with binoculars is a gtfod method but this should not be attempted 
while the Sun is above the /fcrison, The Sun may enter the binocular field 
with disastrous results pf the observer's eyesight. 

Mercury has-been carefully studied of late and there have been 
some unexpected findings with regard to its rotation period. After years 
of systematic work /luring the nineteenth century and the early decades of 
the twentieth century, Schiaparelli in Italy and Antoniadi in France 
concluded that Strong tides raised in Mercury by the variable pull of the 
close Sun had/brought the axial and orbital periods into coincidence at 
88 days. /These opinions carried great weight and seemed to be fully 
corroborated by the reappearance of the same features, a 'figure-five 1 
markiog/on the west side and three oblique dusky bands on the east, at 
succe^bive apparitions. Thus it came to be regarded as an established 
facVthat Mercury had a synchronous period of rotation. 

/ Soon a number of investigations and measures were to change 

/all this. In recent years, investigations of the microwave radio 

' emission by Mercury and, more importantly, the observation of radar echoes 
from the planet have led to a revision of the planet's axial rotation 
period to around 39 days. ^ ^ I

Venus is again at greatest brilliancy (magnitude -4.2) on 
May 14. Telescopically, it appears os a crescent, as it always does when 
at its brightest. When more of the sunlit face is visible, the planet 
is further away from us. The increased distance more than compensates 
for the greater phase and Venus appears less bright* 

When at its best, Venus is capable of casting a perceptible 
shadow. It easily outshines Its nearest planetary rivals, Jupiter and 
Mare . Keen-sighted people can see the pi ; net during broad cnylignv-. 

Indeed, there are many authenticated cases of the crescent phase having 
been detected without optical aid. 

For the benefit of new members, the method of finding Venus 
In daylight is repeated. 

It is necessary to know exactly where to look in order to be 
able to pick out the small" dot of light that la the planet* If the 
observation is attempt i at the time .v.en Venus 1 on the meridian, 
knowledge of its altitude above the northern horizon is all that Is 
required to assist in its location. 

The time of meridian passage can be calculated using the 
planetary information published daily in "The Age"* By subtracting tha 
times of rising and setting of Venus , it is possible to caleul -te the tim 
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VENUS (Continued) 

interval during which the planet will be above the horizon. Venus will 
be on the meridian approximately half way through this interval. By 
halving the interval and adding this quantity to the rising time of Venus, 
the approximate time of meridian passage n be established. 

The table below shows the meridian altitude of Venus above the 
northern horizon on various dates.

After mid- June, the magnitude of Venus falls below -4,0 and 
observations are rendered more difficult. Members with exceptional vision 
will, in all probability, find the planet after this, time. The Director 
will be pleased to hear from interested members the last date on which the 
planet was seen with the unaided eye during daylight. 

In Pisces at the beginning of May, Venus will advance to attain 
greatest elongation west of the Sun ^46°) in Aries on June 16. At that 
time, the planet will be a beautiful morning 'star 1 rising nearly four 
hours before the Sun. 

On June 12, Venus will pass only 0*3° south of Saturn and the 
pair will be an interesting sight in a telescope using low magnification. 
The waning crescent Moon will lie a few degrees to the north.

The red planet will come to opposition on June 1 at a distance 
of 43, 1 50 ,000 miles when it will shine as a magnificent red object/of 
magnitude -2.0 and will be visible throughout the night.

This is a very favourable opposition because of the proximity

Mars will be nearest the ear£h on June 9 at a distance of 
44,577,000 miles but it will come evjjn closer at the opposition of 1971.
